Other members of 
the household, however, said that she 
was utterly at a loss to account for 
the killing.

| Junior High school, seemed dazed by 
the sudden stroke that had snatched

vaguely blamed “politics” for the 
tragedy. 

Blames Politics. 

“Daddy often said he had never had 
an enemy in the world until he went 
into politics,” she recalled.

the afternoon. He had said that he 
would have an unusually busy day 
Monday and had retired at his usual 
hour Sunday night and slept soundly. 
He ate a hearty breakfast Monday 
morning and left for his office about 
8:30 o'clock, stating that he would 
not have time to go home for lunch.

THE PAST. 

K. Chesterton says “it requires 
teal courage to face the past, because 
the past is full of facts which cannot 
be got over; of men certainly wiser 
than we and of things done which we 
could not do.” 


“I know,” says Chesterton, “I can- 
not write a poem as good as ‘Lycidas.’ 
But it is always easy to say that the 
particular sort of poMry I can write 
will be the poetry of the future.” 

And yet, the men and women of the 
past didn’t finish the job of accom- 
plishment. 

‘There are things we all mav do that 
he a precious heritage to 
those who shall follow us and 
as things done in the past.

Westminster Abbey.

SPANISH WAR VETS 
ASK PRESIDENT 
FOR SQUARE DEAL 


Washington, November 0.— Dis- 
crimination by the government aga‘nst 
Spanish war veterans in pensions, 
hospitalization and “even on their 
death beds as to the furnishing of the 
pine boxes, the flags and the trans- 
portation of remains” was charged by 
representatives of the United Spanish 
War Veterans who conferred today 
with Pwesident Coolidze. 


The delegetion, headed by Alber? DP. | 


Alcorn, of Cincinnati, commander-in- 
chief, presented figures showing that 
while the Civil war veterans received 
a straight pension of $50, the Spanish 
war veteran receives only up to &30, 
according to disability. It was also 


pointed out that the widow of a Civil 


war veteran receives $30 while in the 
case of a Spanish war 
receives only $20. 

The president was told that Spanish 
war veterans had been discriminated 
against in such reclamation works as 
the Klamath lake project in Oregon.
